AURORA  SNOW  SHOE  CLUB 

Aur.  I.  Namm. 

The  naino  of  this  Association  shall  bo  the 
^^  AiiuouA  Snow  Show  Clui?"  aud  it  is  esta- 
blished witli  a  view  to  encourage  a  taste  for  the 
exercise  of  Suow  Shoeing. 

Art.  II.  Colors. 

The  Colors  of  the  Club  shall  be  Eed  and 
Dark  Blue. 

Art.  III.  Club  Uniform. 

The  Club  Uniform  shall  consist  of  a  red  Tuque 
with  a  dark  blue  Tassel,  dark  blue  Blanket 
Coat,  trinnned  with  red,  dark  blue  Knickerboc- 
kers triuinied  with  red,  and  red  Stockings. 

Art.  IV.  Officers. 

Its  Officers  shall  consist  of  a  President,  two 
Vice-Presidents,  a  Secretary  Treasurer,  aud  an 
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Assistant-Serrotary  Treasurer,  to  be  elected  at 
the  Annuar^Geueral  Meeting  of  the  Club. 

A  Committee  of  Managemeut  of  iive  Mein-^ 
bers,  shall  al&o  be  eleeted  at  the  same  uieetiug, 
,    who,  with  the  above  Officer?,  shall  coustituto  a 
Gotnmittee  to  inauage  all  the  business  of  the 
Club. 

This  Cominittee  of  Managemeut  shall  act  as 
Councillors  to  the  President. 

Art.  V.  DuriKs  of  thio  PinosiDioNT. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  pre- 
side at  all  meetings,  to  see  that  the  Rules  of  the 
Club  are  strictly  enforced,  to  order  Special 
Meetings  of  the  Club  upon  tlie  request  of  tlie 
Committee  of  Management  or  of  any  ten  (JO) 
Members;  the  request  of  the  latter  t<>  he  given 
in  writing;  to  declare  the  votes  and  to  have  a 
general  supervisiim  over  tlie  ailairsof  the  Chih. 

In  the  absence  of  the  President,  one  of  the 
Vice-Presidents  shall  perform  his  duties. 

Art.  VI.  SiocRErARY  Trioasuuior  ani> 
Assist.  Siocrmtauy  Tkkasurkr. 

The  Secretary  Treasurer  and   Assistant  Se- 


cretnry  Treasurer  aliall  conjointly  keep  a  Re- 
cord of  the  transactions  of  all  meetings,  notify 
members  and  condnct  all  tl)e  Correspondence 
of  tlie  Clnb,  sliall  collect  all  annual  subscrip- 
tions, and  keep  a  regular  account  thereof,  which 
must  be  submitted  to  tlie  Committee  of  Mana- 
gement wlienever  required,  and  tliey  can  njake 
no  disbursements  without  the  President's  order

Art.  VII.  CoMMirTFjo. 


The  Committee  of  Management  sliall  Imve 
cliarge  of,  and  witli  the  President,  control  all 
matters  affecting  the  welfare  of  the  Club,  sub- 
ject to  this  Constitution,  and  decide  all  ques- 
tions of  diiFerence  that  may  arise  affecting  the 
interest  of  the  Club.  They  shall  h(dd  meetings 
as  often  as  the  business  of  the  Chib  requires 
and  whenever  summoned  by  the  President.  .^^ 

Aur.  VIII.  Quorum. 

At  all  meetings  of  tlt)e  Club,  ten  (10)  shall 
form  a  quorum,^and  at  all  Committee  meetino-s 
four  (4)  shall  form  a  quorum  for  the  transac- 
tion of  Business. 


Ain\  IX.  IIkmoval  of  Officers. 

Any  Officer  oFtlio  Club  can  bo  nMnovod  fioiri 
Officer  by  a  vote  of  tvvo-tbirds  of  the  in^mbors 
present,  at  a  meeting  called  for  that  special 
purpose,  and  his  successor  iuiuuidiately  elected. 

AuT.  X.  Mkmhersmip. 

Every  caiididato  must  be  proposed  in  writing, 
by  one  member  and  s(»conded  by  another,  and 
such  prop(>sition  liandcMl  to  the  Secretary  at  one 
meeting  and  announced  at  that  meeting,  to  be 
laid  before  tlie  next  meeting  for  approval.  The 
election  shall  be  by  bnllot,  one  black  ball  in 
every  ten  (10)  to  exclude  the  applicant.  Any 
member  on  joining  any  other  Snow  Sboe  Club, 
sball  immediately  cease  to  be  a  member  of  this 
Club.  No  person  tshall  be  eligible  for  member- 
ship being  a  Member  of  any  other  Snow  Shoe 
Club,  or  under  the  age  of  eighteen  years. 

'  Art.  XI.  SiJHscRirnoN. 

The.  annual  subscription  shall  be  one  (1) 
dollar. 

Every  candidate  on  being  elected  a  member 
shall  sign  the  Constitution  and   By-Laws,  and 


pay  liis  (lne«.  The  I ^o poser  and  Seconder  being 
held  respon.^iblo  (or  sumo. 

Aht.  XII.  LiFK  Mkmbeusiiip. 

Any  Menjber,  on  the  payineut  of  eiglit  (8) 
dollars,  or  of  ten  (10)  years  standing  may  bo 
dedared  a  Life  Member  of  this  Cbib,  (entitled 
to  all  i\\()  privileges  of  an  ordinary  Member. 

AhT.  XIII.  IIONOHAIIY  MkMBIOR.SIIIP. 

Persons  of  distinetiirn  sliall  be  eligible  for 
ad»nission  as  Honorary  Lif(i  Members  to  be 
electe<l  by  ballot  after  recounneudation  by  the 
Committe(»at  anieeting  specially  called  for  that 
purpose. 

AnT.  XIV.  Expulsion. 

A  Mcnnber  who  may  have  been  .4*:nilty  of 
ungentlemanly  conduct  may  be  expelled  by  a 
major! I y  of  a  meeting  of  tbe  Club,  specially 
called  for  that  purpose  with  six  days  previous 
notice. 

Aur.  XV.  MEETINGS. 

'I1i(^  Club  shall  walk  every  Thursday  Even- 
ing, during    the   winter  season.     The   muster 
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will  take  place  at  the  Esplanade  at  a  quarter  to 
eight  o'clock.  The  '^Leader"  and  ^' Whip- 
per  in ''  to  be  chosen  hy  the  Senior  Officer 
on  tlie  ground  at  the  start.  No  Member  shall 
pass  the  ^'  Leader"  without  his  permission. 

The  Annual  Meeting  shall  be  held  on  the 
Second  Thursday  of  November  of  each  year. 

Art.  XVI.  Amendments. 

One  month's  previous  notice  being  given, 
this  Constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended  at 
any  meeting  specially  called  for  that  purpose, 
by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  Members  present. 
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
